Hearcel Craig of City Year, the national 
service organization where young people 
devote a year of their life to city service, 
has beenynamed a National Leadership 
Fellow by Join Together, a Boston-based 
national resource helping communities 
fight substance abuse. 

The goal of the multi-year Fellows ex- 
perience is to develop exceptional 
leaders from many fields in the long-term 
fight against substance abuse. The Fel 
lows Institute will bring together experts 
in the substance abuse field from across 
the country, who will provide the latest 
information on effective approaches to 
develop and sustain community anti-drug 
strategies. 

Craig was chosen because of his 
dedication and success in generating 
public and private support to engage 
youth in community service. He is one of 
32 Fellows selected from a total of 200 
qualified applicants from across the 
country. 

Craig first decided to become involved 
with the program because of his involve- 
ment with the Franklin County Institute 
Partnership. He is chair of the organiza- 
tion. 

Craig will be involved with the program 
for two years..In addition to his work in 
Boston, Craig will participate in a Com- 
munity Exchange Program, which brings 
visiting teams of leaders to other cities 
around the country to share their suc- 
cessful strategies. 

“We want to recognize Mr. Craig for his 
success in getting local businesses to 
support City Year programs, which help 
kids remain alcohol and drug free,” said 
David L. Rosenbloom, director of Join 
Together. “Join Together feels that Mr. 
Craig is a valuable leader and can assist 
other communities to prevent substance 
abuse." 

No stranger to substance abuse and 
its devastating effects, Craig believes itis 
important to recognize significant oppor- 
tunities to encourage young people in the 
area of drug prevention. Craig's step 
father died from alcohol related ilinesses 
and one of his uncles was deeply affected 
by alcohol. “Substance abuse can critical- 
ly impact life," he said. His involvement as 
a National Leadership Fellow will allow 
him to do so.

Agroup of Black policeman argue that 
the police hierarchy is hopelessly racist: 
They charge that the police chief himself 


is insensitive to their demands, and is 
unwilling to meet with them. They re- 
quested an investigation by the U.S 
Department of Justice of their own

This is not an usual situation in 
American policing. Black police officers 
have only become a major presence in 
the nation’s police forces in the past 20 
years, and then only after filing major 
suits to break down barriers of 
entrenched racism 

And across the country, Black officers 
are still finding it difficult to advance in the 
nation’s police departments, “A recent 


Columbus police and agents with 
the U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms are making progress in 
rounding up alleged members of the 
notorious Short North Posse who are 
stjii at. large. Police say the gang 
engaged in drug trafficking in a large 
area near the campus of The Ohio 
State University. The so-called gang 
made headlines in March when 46 al- 
leged members were arrested and in- 
dicted on federal drug and. firearms 
charges. 

Columbus police and ATF agents 
recently arrested a man who is 
believed to have ties with the Short 
North Posse. On Tuesday; Aug. 15 at 
approximately 5:45 p.m., Anthony D. 
Peoples was apprehended on N. High 
Street near 4th Avenue. 

Officials had been on Peoples’ trail 
for several months. "We were relying 
on a tip" when they tracked him down 
on Aug. 15, said Don Mapley, chief of 
the Columous office of the U.S. Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms. 

Mapley said Peoples was unarmed, 
but an ounce of cocaine was found in 
his pockets. 

Officials filed one count of con- 
Spiracy to distribute drugs and one 
count of using a gun during drug traf- 
ficking against Peoples. He was among

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Suspect in Urbancrest murder 
arrested in New York state

What started as a birthday celebration 
turned violent last week in Urbancrest 

According to officials from the sheriff's 
office, on Monday, Aug. 21 at 11:37 p.m, 
Geromy E. Barnett, 18, was at 3353 
Urban Hollow Ct. helping a friend move 
some personal belongings from an apart- 
ment. After getting involved in an argu- 
ment with Danya K. Bunsie, 20, Barnett 
was shot once and died on the scene 
Bunsie fled to Far Rockaway, N.Y. and a 
warrant was filed for his arrest. 

Wilhelmina Lawson, Barnett's mother 
says things didn't quite happen that way 
Lawson says the celebration started in 
Sullivant Gardens when Barnett was with 
Rodney Howard and some other friends 
She said it was Howard's decision to stop 
by his ex-girlfriend’s house in Ur- 
bancrest, but he told Barnett that he 
needed his heip to move some things out 
of the apartment 

Lawson says her son has never been 
to Urbancrest and had no reason to ever 
want to go there. She said Howard was 
the one who got into an argument with 
his ex-girlfriend and her ex-boyfriend 
Bunsie, the new boyfriend, was also on 
the scene and had a gun, said Lawson. 

"My son didf't want to be involved and 
he was trying to get them to leave. He 
was ready to get back home,” said Law- 


Lawson says when Bunsie pulled his 
gun, Howard pushed Barnett into him 
and the gun fired, striking Barnett in the 
neck and killing him. Bunsie then robbed 
Barnett of any money he had, then fied 
to New York, said Lawson 

That bullet was for Rodney, not my 
son. | feel that Rodney needs to be ar- 
rested because he knew not to go to that 
girl's house,” said Lawson. “He had been 
there before and beat that girl up. He 
threw. my son into the gun, so | feel like 
he is responsible for my son's death." 

Investigators of the Far Rockaway 
Police -Department in New York were 
alerted of Bunsie’s actions, officials said 
On Sunday Aug. 27, Bunsie was located 
in one of Far Rockaway’s local hospitals 
He had been shot three times in his legs, 
but this incident was unrelated to the 
homicide in Columbus, officials said 
Bunsie was. arrested in the hospital 
where he remains in stable condition 
The Bunsies could not be reached for 
comment at Call & Post press time. 

Funeral services for Barnett were held 
last Friday at the Wayne T. Lee Funeral 
Home on E. Main Street. He is survived 
by-pafents, Christopher and Wilhelmina 
Lawson; grandparents, Mattie Barnett 
Mary Lawson; brothers, Willie 8. and 
Christopher Barnett; sisters, Christine 
and Kizzy Barnett, all of Columbus; a 
host of aunts, uncies, nieces, nephews

Judge grants leniency to Rev. Coats-for bank fraud 


What was perhaps a very poor 
decision landed the Rev. John T. Coats I! 
in hot water, but his extensive back- 
ground in community service spared him 
a 30-year prison sentence’ . 

On May 12, Coats pleaded guilty to 
one count of bank fraud. He was con- 
victed of participating in a conspiracy to 
steal $78,825 from National City Bank in 
July and August-4994. 

According to court reports, Coats con- 
spired along with James M. Gray II} and 
Michelle Nelson, opening accounts in 10 
National City branches under fake 
names. Having obtained the identifica- 
tion number of a bank employee, Coats, 
Gray and Nelson had the money trans- 
ferred into the accounts they opened and 
withdrew it. 

In November, Gray, 40, pleaded guilty 
to two counts of bank fraud, one count of

using a false Social Security number and 
one count of being involved in a false 
currency transfer, He was sentenced to 
18 months in prison. Nelson, 34, who 
pleaded guilty to one count of bank fraud 
is still awaiting sentencing 

Taking into account Coats’ history of 
political activism and community service 
U.S.. District Judge James L. Graham 
was lenient and gave Coats, 27, the min- 
imum sentence on Aug. 24, Coats will 
serve one month in prison and five 
months of home confinement in which he 
will report to work during the day and stay 
in his house evenings and weekends. 

Coats is a minister at Centenary 
United Methodist Church, 930 E. Long 
St., political action chairman of the Coali- 
tion of Concemed Black Citizens and 
immediate past vice president of the 


Columbus Chapter of the NAACP. He ran 
tor president of the chapter last fall 

Coats told the Call and Post he has 
received much support from the com- 
munity, “| have been absolutely surprised 
at the response. It’s been a groundswell 
of support across the board. I've been 
really overwhelmed with the support," 
said Coats 

Coats attributes the support he has 
received to his long history of commit- 

nt to the community. “People remem- 
ber when you're al the hospital with them. 
People remember when a loved one pas- 
ses and you're with them, People 
remember what you preach to them 
about. People remember encourage- 
ment,” said Coats. “People have 
reminded me that if | can't make a mis- 
take in life, who can?"

Barbee Durham honored at memorial service

Barbee William Durham died on Aug. 
12, he still lives on. 
tiends and family gathered at the 
Good Shepherd Baptist Church, 1555 E. 
Hudson St., for a memorial service last 
Saturday to reflect on the impact Durham 
made and continues to make, despite his 
death at age 84. 
Durham was an active civil rights 
fighter for some 60 years. Once being 
ua 


dubbed the “godfather” of the local 
NAACP, and “a conscience in the com- 
munity," for his peaceful strategies of 
protest, he led demonstrations to 
desegregate theatres, restaurants, 
schools, stores, and other public 
facilities. Yet, his contributions are still 
televant today beginning with the 
equality that resulted from his protests 
over the years to his most recent request 
of having his body donated to his alma 
mater, Ohio State for medical research. 

Rev. Pinkstén, Durham's pastor for 
over 20 years, officiated the memorial 


service. Describing him as a meek, yet 
strong and stern man, Pinkston told 
some 150 people at the service, "we are 
gathered here for a memorial service to 
pay tribute to Barbee Durham who did not 
stop giving when his body stopped 
breathing. ... He has just began to live a 
two-fold life: life eternal and the life of an 
undying memory in the hearts of men, 
women and children."

Mayoral candidate Bill Moss 
recently announced his support of 
the Central Ohio Transit Authority 
levy due to be on the ballot in the 
fall. Touting economic growth for 
Columbus as the reason for his 
support, Moss challenged the cur- 
rent administration to support it as 
well.

The stakes for children

The stakes for children never 
have been higher. 

Our nation is on the cusp of a 
defining moment. In the next 
weeks, we will either choose a path 
of callous indifference toward 
children and other vulnerable 
citizens or continue in pursuit of the 
goal to leave no child behind 


The path we take will depend 
largely on decisions Congress 
makes in September as it com 
pletes the FY 1966 budget recon 
ciliation bill. That bill will lay out the 
details of the 1996 budget resolu- 
tion approved by Congress. The 
resolution includes tax provisions 
such as the Earned Income Credit 
and key entitlement programs such 
as Medicaid, food stamps, Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC), and Supplement Security 
Income (SSI). 


The June resolution requires 
Congress to balance the federal 
budget in seven years, but its 
guidelines for achieving this goal 
are monumentally unfair. They call 
for disproportionately large funding 
cuts from investments in children 
and help for the poor, the sick, and 
the disabled, while increasing 
defense spending, protecting cor 
porate welfare, and giving $245 bil- 
lun in tax breaks, primagily to the 
wealthy. As! write this, tt@ specifics 
of the reconciliation bill are still 
being hammered out. But this 
Congress’ earlier decisions lead me 
to fear the worst 

Congressional leaders have 
been searching for ways to slash 
$182 billion from Medicaid over 
seven years and were even con- 
sidering turning Medicaid over to 
the states as a no-strings-attached 
block grant.

The blotting out of the reprimands and the court- 
martial is occurring-at a time when there is a rising 
interest in the saga of the Tuskegee Airmen. Last 
week, there was a Columbus premiere of an HBO 
movie on their battles against the Germans in the air -- 
and their own American compatriots on the ground 
Theirs is a rich story of heroism and honor in the face 
of danger and bigotry. 

Sadly, as the Tuskegee Airmen have often noted, 
their contributions to the war effort have often been lost 
in the mists of history. And this abuse and discrimina- 
tion by their own nation certainly brings a certain irony 
to the epic struggle of World War Il. 

At the same lime, we are pleased thal the United 
States -- even so belatedly -- has finally decided to 
make amends for the bigotry and bias it inflicted upon

ith the death of longtime federal district court 
judge Carl Rubin, an opening for the court 
has come up in the southern district of Ohio 

As is always the case, there is a concern that the 
most qualified candidates be appointed to the federal 
judiciary, and Senator John Glenn -- whois responsible 
for screening candidates and making recommenda- 
tions for judgeships in Ohio to President Clinton -- has 
delegated this responsibility to a five-member panel 
which will review the credentials of the candidates, and 
make suggestions to Senator Glenn. 

Of concern to us as well is that there has been a void 
in the appointment of Blacks to the federal bench in 
Ohio. In the past 15 years, or since presidents Reagan 
and Bush began their terms, only two Blacks have been 
nominated for the court in Ohio, despite a number of 
opportunities -- Salomon Oliver, who is now serving as 
adistrict court judge in Cleveland, and Columbus attor- 
ney Guy Cole, who has been nominated by the presi- 
dent to repla¢e Judge Nathaniel Jones on the sixth 
Circuit coun of appeals. In Ohio's southern district, only 
one Black Has ever been appointed to the federal 
bench in the history of the state -- and it has been 21 
years since that person, Robert M. Duncan, was ap- 
pointed, and 10 years since he last served. 

Those who question ‘affirmative action" and 
“quotas” often complain that there is a dearth of 
qualified candidates for certain positions, But for this 
judicial vacancy, a number of talented and — 
candidates have expressed an interest. They include:

Cincinnati federal magistrate Jack Sherman, a former 
head of the Cincinnati Bar Association; Franklin County 
Municipal Court Judge Janet Jackson, who was a 
finalist for a previous federal district court seat for which 
Cincinnati attorney Susan Diott has been nominated; 
Franklin County Domestic Relations Court Judge 
Yvette McGee-Brown; and federal administrative law 
judge Richard Letts, who formerly served as a member 
of the staff of the U.S. attorney's office in Columbus, 
and as a Franklin County common pleas court judge.

Brouhaha on judgeship 


In the genteel, rarified world of the. 
federal judiciary, the stakes are often 
high -- both for the individuals before 
the court, and the lawyers struggling to 
be on it. 

Most of the major questions that will| 
affect opportunities for Blacks -- includ- 
ing civil rights and atfirmative action 
litigation; questions about issues such 
as redistricting and reapportionment of 
State and federal legislative districts; 
and the structure of criminal justice 
protections -- often flow through the 
federal courts 

Receiving a federal court judicial appointment is based 
on what is euphemistically called the ‘merit’ system. 
Judges are appointed by the president, with the advice 
and consent of the senate, to lifetime terms, While the 
process is designed to be a reasoned choice of the most 
qualified candidates, it usually becomes a land mine filled 
with booby traps, both personal, professional and political 

For it is a political process, The custom for federal 
district court appointments is that the president appoints 
the recommended choice of the senior senator in the 
particular state in which the district court vacancy exists. 
Different presidents have put a different spin on this 
process; for example, Jimmy Carter requested that he 
receive three potential candidates, at leas! one of whom 
was @ minority or female, in Ohio, during the Reagan- 
Bush years, since both Ohio senators were Democrats, 
the state's Congressional Republican delegation 
screened potential judicial candidates 

Not surprisingly, that did not result in any Ohio Blacks 
being picked for federal judicial posts during the 12 years 
of Reagan-Bush rule. In Ohio, the first Black ever picked 
for a federal judicial post was Robert M. Duncan, who was 
appointed in 1974 by President Ford. Later, Cleveland 
attorney George White was appointed by President Carter 
to the bench in the northem district of Ohio, and Nathaniel 
Jones was appointed in 1979 to the sixth circuit court of 
appeals, also by Carter. 

In fact, when a Black Democrat, Percy Squire, applied 
for a vacancy on the federal district court bench in Colum- 
bus, Ohio Republican Party Chair Bob Bennett was clear 
there would be no bipartisanship here. Only registered 
Republicans need apply. i 

Now, in an interesting twist, the tables are turned. The 
president is a Democrat; there is a vacancy in the 
southern district, which includes Columbus, caused by the 
death of district court judge Carl Rubin. Several Black 
candidates -- all of whom have judicial experience -- are 
among those who have expressed interest in the appoint- 
ment 

Franklin County Municipal Court Judge Janet Jackson 
was a finalist for a previous federal judicial appointment 
which went to. Cincinnatian Susan Diott. Federal 
magistrate Jack Sherman formerly served as a Cincinnati 
common pleas court judge -- and as the presidept of the 
Cincinnati Bar Association. Federal administrative law 
judge Richard Letts served as a key assistant criminal 
prosecutor in the U.S. Attorney's office -- and also as a 
Franklin County common pleas court judge. And when 
Yvette McGee-Brown was elected to the court of domestic 
relations in 1992, she became the youngest judge in 
Franklin County. 

And then there's N. Victor Goodman 

Goodman, a Republican, has been the personal attor- 
ney for former Gov. James A. Rhodes. He has repre- 
sented contractors and construction trades unions in their 
efforts to'soften the impact of the state's affirmative action 
laws which govern the construction industry. He is cur- 
rently defending Republicans on the state's apportion- 
ment board in their effort to have the Democrats’ challenge 
to the apportionment plan thrown out 

Goodman also has been a candidate for the bench 
before, having tried three times to gain a federal appoint- 
ment during the 12 years of Republican rule.

Goodman |s attorney -- are pushing for Goodman's ap- 
pointment.

Bob Farrington, head of the labor organization, argued 
that Goodman's appointment would be a benefit for the 
Democrats. "He'll be at an advantage with the makeup 
of the Senate," Farrington said. “He may have a better 
chance of getting through confirmation." 

Whep asked whether Goodman's civil nights views 
might put him at a disadvantage among Democrats, 
Farrington replied, "! haven't heard that," 

David Leland, chairman of the Ohio Democratic Party, 
is not a formal participant in the process of selecting the 
federal judges; Senator Glenn has sel up a five-person 
cofmittee to screen judicial candidates. But that doesn't 
mean he doesn't have an interest in the selection process 

He said he had not heard that labor was backing Victor 
Goodman. At the same time, he noted that “there's been 
some talk" of appointing a Republican to the district court 
position. 

But Leland is firm. “We want to make sure that we 
have a Democrat," Leland said. "We have a lot of good 
people that are becoming available for this position, and 
the State and the area would well-served by a number of 
ther.” 

“Vic Goodman is a fine lawyer, but he's a Republican,” 
Leland added. He noted that the tradition is that the party 
in the presidency gets to select the judges -- even when 
the opposition party controls the Congress, "I don't 
remember President Reagan or President Bush nominat- 
ing any Democrats when they were president of the 
United States, and | think the same should work true now 
that we have a Democrat in the White House,” Leland 
said 

Leland is not pushing politics for politicians’ sake, "The 
most important thing is, obviously, competence,” Leland 
said, But he also believes that there are talented and 
competent attorneys among the Democrats who can be 
appointed to this post. 

There are several concerns that Blacks have in the 
process. First, it has been 20 years -- and a host of 
appointments -- since a Black has been named to the 
southern district of Ohio's federal bench, and this has not 
been for a lack of talented, qualified candidates. Duncan 
is the only Black ever to serve on the federal bench in 
Ohio's southern district, and he was appointed by a 
Republican president: no Black Democrat, among many 
talented ones, has ever received such an honor by a 
Democratic president. In history. 

But additionally, there is an even greater concern than 
color: it is the character of the federal judiciary that will be 
shaped by these appointments. Vic Goodman has not 
been sympathetic to affirmative action for minorities and 
women. In a long -- and effective ~ legal career, he has 
usually been advocate on the side opposing anti-dis- 
crimination remedies, It would not be surprising if a 
Republican president were to appoint such a federal 
judge, on behalf of a Republican constituency; it would 
be disturbing to many Black Democrats if a Democratic 
president would appoint such a judge -- on behalf of a 
Democratic constituency:

Ed 
would always leave me with 
thought, as he did the last time we 
spoke: “Does you family respect 
you?” He distinguished love from 
respect. He thought that if you had 
the respect of your family, you were 
on the right track. Family was 
defined in a much broader sense 
"You will know when you are doing 
the right things, you will feet it,” he 
always said. Uncle Ed was right

Insurance Commission investigating NBCUSA

| the National Baptist Convention, 
SA, Inc., be liquidated. The Na- 
anal Baptist Convention, USA, 
ic., is one of the largest Black Bapr 
st organizations in the country, 
presenting 33,000 churches and 
ight million members nationwide 

The report is yet another twist in 
e year-long battle betweén new 
resident Rev. Henry J, Lyons and 
mer president Rev, T.J. Jemison, 
1 contro! of the organization. The 


sport's findings have refueled 


uestions concerning the 
hereabouts of nearly $1.million of 
ociety money entrusted to Rev. 
J, Jemison’s administration. 

The Society, a fraternal benefit 
rganization which began operat- 
ig On Step. 1, 1986-promised par- 
cipants an annual annuity of $500, 
five year, $3,500 level term con- 
ertible insurance policy; and 
harter membership in the or- 
anization. But a recent examina- 
on shows there is no money 


available to pay such benefits, al- 
though $1.2 million was placed in 
an escrow account to cover claims. 

The organization [s still reeling 
from a judgement against former 
president Rev. T.J. Jemison and 
others in the organization for fraud 
against the court and injury to the 
organization, in what was described 
by Superior Court Judge Zinora 

itchell-Rankin as a “dastardly 
scheme" by Jemison, to maintain 
control of the organization. 

However, Rev. Jemison's 
troubles don't stop there, The cur- 
rent insurance department report 
shows inconsistencies in financial 
reports and, if records cited are cor- 
rect, in addition to the.more than 
$1.4 million reserve fund deficit, 
over more than $500,000 in cash is 
unaccounted for. 

“It's the same thing that Jim Bak- 
ker did. He took the people's money 
and spent it. The maney has to be 
accounted for and replaced," said 
Dr. Henry J. Lyons. 

The examination also found that 
they Society is in violation of its own 
by-laws. The report indicates that 
although there were 10 officers of 
record, there has been no cohesive 
functioning of officers since 1988- 
89. “As of September 30, 1994, the

only officers working with the 
Society were Rev, T.J. Jemison and 
Eddie G. Crawford." 

In addition the report s light 
on the rise and fall of two r ment 
plans launched under Dr. Jemison's 
administration. 

“In 1983, Rev. T.J. Jemison 
claims to have been divinely in- 
spited in a dream to prepare and 
institute a "Retirement Plan" for 
ministers. He expanded the plan to 


include all members of the National 
Baptist Convention, USA.” 

But shortly after 1983 the retire- 
ment plan was investigated by the 
Securities Exchange Commission 
(SEC). The SEC ultimately ruled the 
retirement._plan was in violation of 
the Securities act and issued a Con- 
sent Decree which demanded the 
immediate return of money to all 
participants and for the NBCUSA, 
Inc. to cease all collection and 
solicitation activities 

In July 1986, the NBCUSA, Inc., 
mailed a recession offer to the 
original plan's 3,294 participants 
They could either get a refund ona 
one-time $300 enrollment fee plus 
interest or join a new plan - The 
National Baptist Benefit Society. 

According to an affidavit, the 
NBCUSA, Inc. placed approximate- 
ly $1,199,000 into an escrow ac- 
count for the refunds as per the 
Consent Decree, 

By Sept. 30, 1986, the total 
amount of money accumulated in 
the escrow account was 
$1,241,000. A total of $413,349.46 
was refunded, leaving $827,650.54 
in cash in the escrow account topay 
future benefits to Society par- 
ticipants 


Records indicate that no further 
payments were made after Sept 
30, 1986. Yet by the Dec. 31, 1986 
financial report the escrow account 
had dwindled to $324,484, leaving 
a total of $503,166.54 unaccounted 
for. And by early 1987. the Society 
had no funds with which to pay its 
contractural benefits. 

By the time the Society filed its 
1988 annual statement with the 
Louisiana- Department of In- 
surance, its only asset was the 
$2,000,000 receivable note 
(guarantee note) allegedly issued 
by the NBCUSA, Inc. to the Society 
in 1986. 

The examiner also found 
problems with the organization's 
accounting practices.

“We were given no records 
What they gave us was flimsy and 
shabby. Two little sheets of paper.

Richardson, Jemison's hand-pick- 
ed successor, whom Lyons 
defeated for president. 

Lyons gpent the first few months 
of his administration criss-crossing 
the country looking for NBCUSA 
bank holding, but for the most part 
was unsuccessful.

Finally, Diop explains that “to his 
surprise and satisfaction, [the in- 
credulous Black African) will dis- 
cover that most of the ideas used 
today to domesticate, atrophy, dis- 
solve, or steal his soul, were con- 
ceived by his own ancestors. To 
become conscious of that fact Is 
perhaps the first step toward a 
genuine retrieval of himself.” 


The emergence of the current 
phase of the African-centered 
education movement recognizes, 
at its foundation, that African people 
must retrieve their minds, bodies, 
souls and lands. That is, we must 
come back Into ourselves as a 
whole African people if we are going 
to solve the numerous devastating 
problems we face as a race. 


We can see manifestations of 
these efforts to return to Africa when 
we observe members of the old line 
civil rights movement providing 
leadership and the organization of 
the African-based African American 
summit on four different occasions 
the last four years. 


Under the leadership of Rev. 
Leon Sullivan, hundreds of African- 
American civil rights leaders and 
business people have now 
embraced the idea of Pan-

It is in the same spiril that Pan- 
Atrican intellectual, activist, and 
scholarly communities in Africa 
convened the First Pan African 
Conference on Reparations in

One of the leading African 
centered scholars and intellectuals 
on the continent, Chinweizu was 
one of the leading forces in the or- 
ganizing of this conference that vir- 
tually went unreported in the 
western press 


More than 40 African heads of 
state were represented along with 
delegations from Europe, the Carib- 
bean, Central America and the 
United States. Renown African 
Centered scholar, Dr. Jacob Car- 
ruthers was one of the leaders of 
the small, but brilliant U.S. delega- 
tion, 

That delegation submitted the 
following proposals that were ac- 
cepted by the conference and will 
be taken to the next Organization of 
African Unity (OAU) meeting to be 
considered for adoption. The 
proposals were as follows: 


"Africans in the United States, 
now commonly referred to as 
African Americans, celebrate our 
status as one of the many African 
peoples around the globe and as 
proud sons and daughters of the 
African continent. As such, we iden- 
tify with the long and illustrious his- 
tory of Africa which stretches from 
the dawn of human civilization 
flourished in the Nile Valley and 
spread throughout the continent.” 


Therefore, the U.S, delegation 
stated [let] "Our history and condi- 
tion be recognized as that of a na- 
tion without a nation. 


“* Thal as an aggrieved. nation, 
we be provided with reparations 
through an African-American 
development bank to make the 
Black population of the United 
States whole rather than three- 
fifths 


* That African nations recognize 
and support the right of. reparations 
for those individuals of African an- 
cestry in the United States who wish 
to return home 


* That as a nation of Africa's 
progeny scattered abroad, we be 
provided membership in the OAU. 

* Our delegation acknowledges 
with respect, the initiative of the 
Reparations Movement in the 
United States by the National Coaili- 
tion of Blacks For Reparations 
(N'COBRA).*

Governor Voinovich 
requests assistance 


Late Thursday, Aug. 10, Gover- 
nor George V. Voinovich authorized 
the Ohio Emergency Management 
Agency (EMA) to request assis- 
tance from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) in 
conducting a joint damage assess- 
ment with Ohio EMA officials. 


lf damage assessments verify 
sufficient public or private losses, 
the president could declare Ohio a 
federal disaster area. Unofficial es- 
timates put the public damage as- 
sessment in Ohio at approximately 
$5.5 million, Data Is still being col- 
lected that might affect the final es- 
timate. At this point, state officials 
are still gathering data on private 
loss. 


Federal resources that may be 
available include personnel, finan- 
cial assistance, temporary housing 
for individuals and families, home 
repair grants and Disaster Un- 
employment Assistance. 


The declaration process re- 
quires that a preliminary damage 
assessment be conducted to assist 
the governor in determining if 
federal aid should be requested. 
FEMA assessment teams arrived in 
Ohio on Friday, Aug. 11 to begin the 
damage assessment. They were 
joined by officials from affected 
counties, personne! from the Ohio 
EMA, the American Red Cross and 
the Small Business Administration

an inherited blood disorder with no 
cure, is the purpose for Sickle Cell 
month and the OSCHA telethon 
Proceeds from the telethon will as- 
sist OSCHA’s 10 programs in 
providing services for thousands of 
Ohioans, who are predominately 
African American 

"We must raise the level of 
awareness and increase education 
on Sickle Cell disease and its im- 
pact on the thousands of carriers 
and family members in our com- 
munity," said Tavares. “This dis- 
ease disproportionately impacts 


African Americans and is some- 
times overshadowed by other dis- 
eases within the African-American 
community." 

One in 400 Atrican-Americans 
have the disease and another one 
in 10 have the trait. Two persons 
with the trait increase the likelihood, 
by 25 percent, of having a child with 
sickle cell disease. Although Sickle 
Cell Anemia is most common in 
African Americans, it may also 
occur in people of Mediterranean, 
Greek, Turkish, Indian, Middle 
Eastern and Southeast Asian de- 
scent.

Dr. Smith serves as 
interim president of 
Central State 


Dr, Herman.B. Smith Jr was ap- 
pointed interim President of Central 
State University by the CSU Board of 
Trustees on March 20. Although he offi- 
cially retired in 1989 after serving 10 
years as senior associate of The Charles 
F. Kettering Foundation in Dayton, Ohio, 
Dr, Smith has remained active in higher 
education as a consultant to institutions 
and agencies with emphasis on review- 
ing general conditions in higher educa- 
tion and within the narrower universe of 


historically African-American public and 


private institutions. 

A widely respected educator and ad- 
ministrator, Dr. Smith most recently 
served as interim president of Morris 
Brown College in Atlanta, Ga., from 
January to September 1993. He pre- 
viously served. as interim president at 
Jackson State University in Mississippi 
from April 1991 to June 1992, and was 
chancellor of the University of Arkansas 
at Pine Bluff for seven years 

A graduate of Austin High Schoo! in 
Knoxville, Tenn., he earned a bachelor of 
arts degree at Knoxville College, He 
earned a master of science degree and 
the Doctor of Philosophy degree in 
educational administration at the-Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin 

Dr. Smith's teaching career includes 
service a$ a public school English 
teacher in the state of Alabama; as 
professor of education and chairman of 
the Department of Secondary Education 
at Southern University of Baton Rouge, 
La.; and as professor of education at 
Howard University in Washington, D.C. 

As an educational administrator, he 
has been assistant to the president and 
director of developmenit at Knoxville Col- 
lege; program associate, Southern 
Education Foundation, Atlanta, Ga.; 
director, Office for Advancement of 
Public Negro Colleges of the National 
Association of State Universities and 
Land-Grant Colleges, Washington; vice 
president for development, The Atlanta 
University; and consultant to the presi- 
dent, The University of Georgia 

In announcing: Dr. Smith's appoint- 
ment, Betty K. Pinkney, chairperson of 
the CSU Board of Trustees, praised his 
accomplishments in higher education, 
particularly his work with diverse institu- 
tions of higher education in handling fis- 
cal matters. 5 

Dr. Smith's initial appointment will run 
for 18 months. In a letter to Central State 
students, faculty, staff, parents and alum- 
ni, Pinkney urged the university com- 
munity to work cooperatively with Dr. 
Smith for the ultimate success of the 
university. 

In accepting the presidency at Central 
State, Dr, Smith noted that the university 
has had tremendous success in the es- 
tablishment of innovative educational 
programs. 

He cited the University’s unique 
academic programs such as Manufactur- 
ing Engineering and Water Resources 
Management and its continuing commit- 
ment to the liberal arts, business and 
teacher education, 

Central State's selection to serve as 
lead institution for a 19-member consor- 
tium, which has been funded by the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human ser- 
vices to design, develop, implement and 
test a series of models aimed at reducing 
the levels and incidence of violence and 
alcohol and other drug abuse among 
minority and individuals, families and 
communities, also is a significant ac- 
complishment, Dr. Smith said. 

Dr. Smith said he looks forward to 
working with Dr, Elaine H. Hairston, 
chancellor of the Ohio Board of Regents, 
in the continued implementation of the 
strategic plan for the university which 
was developed by the Governor's Task 
Force on Central State University. The 
plan calls for significantly greater em- 
phasis on retention.of students, stronger 
partnerships with business and industry, 
the development of a Leadership 
Academy, the creation of an Academic 
Bride program and additional scholar- 
ship opportunities for Central State stu- 
dents. a 

Dr. Smith is a member of Phi Delta 
Kappa professional education fraternity, 
Alpha Kappa Mu national honor society, 
and Alpha Phi Alpha Fraternity, He has 
been a Presbyterian ruling elder, vice 
moderator of the Division of Christian 
Education and Nurture for the Presbytery 
of Greater Atlanta, and a member of the 
Council of The Presbytery. A veteran of 
the Korean Conflict, Dr. Smith served in 
the U.S. Army as both enlisted man and 
officer. He is married and the father of two

The Running Rebels were a 
well oiled machine that clicked on all 
cylinders. 

| woe watching UNLV back when 
Reggie us was playing small forward 
and the guards were Tony and Robert 
Smith with afros. What attracted me to this 
program was the fact that they pushed the 
ball up the court with reckless abandon, 
they actually had no fear. This fast break 
style was organized just like a patient 
Indiana or North Carolina offense. They 
knew when to run and when to pull out 
and that's something that coach Jerry 
Tarkanian only perfected over the year. 
Maybe it was the glitter and all the lights 
thatmade players want to flock out west, 
but success as well’had a lot to do with it. 
But besides all the intangibles involved 
the players loved Tark the Shark and his 
style of play. He was excitement and he 
was loved. After doing further research | 
found out that over a course of seven 
years in which Tarkanian coached at Long 
beach State and UNLV his teams were 
undefeated at home! Can you believe 
that? Being undefeated at home for seven 
years is literallysamazing. 

Tarkanian's squad in the 80's which 
included Freddie Banks, Armon Gilliam, 
Jarvis Basnight, Mark Wade and others 
was very good but Tark's claim to fame 
was his squad from the 90's, This talented 
group included David Butler, Stacy agi 
mon, George Ackles, Larry Johnson, El- 
more Spencer, Greg Anthony, Anderson 
Hunt. Each one was very special and had 
his own distinct quality about themselves 
and could display their skills whenever 
necessary on the court. 

Let's start with the big men. David But- 
ler was such a raw strong presence inside 
who was relentless on the boards.

A living history 
of rock music 


The long-awaited grand opening of the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and Museum 
takes place Labor Day Weekend. Ground 
was broken on the $92 million, 150,000 
square-foot facility,located in the heart of 
downtown Cleveland, in the mid-'80s. The 
official ribbon-cutting ceremony will take 
place on Friday, Sept, 1 at 12:30 p.m 

A host of activities will surround the 
opening of the museum, including an all- 
star concert at Cleveland Stadium on Satur- 
day, Sept. 2 at 7:30 p.m. The concert will 
feature such “old school” performers as 
James Brown (a 1986 inductee of the 
museum), Chuck Berry (also a 1986 induc- 
tee), Little Richard (1986), Aretha 
Franklin (1987), Al Green (1995), Martha 
& The Vandellas (1995) and George Clin- 
ton. New, cutting edge performers, such as 
Dr. Dre and Snoop Doggy Dog, will also 
participate in the concert 

The concert will be telecast live by HBO 
and simulcast live by Westwood One Radio 
Tickets are still available to the concert at 
all Cleveland-area outlets and by calling 
1-800-493-ROLL. 

The museum exhibits use a balanced 
blend of film and video, personal arid his- 
toric facts, stage costumes and props, and 
computerized information databases to 
communicate their message. Some are 
developed to exploring elements of con- 
temporary society that we have shaped or 
been shaped by rock and roll, while others 
present an in-depth view of lives and 
careers of individual artists 

Some of the attractions include 

The Rock and Roll Hall of Fame -- The 
Hall of Fame is on the museum's fifth floor 
It is a dramatic, visual tribute to.the artists 
and music industry leaders who have made 
major contributions to rock and roll. Glass 
walls contain backlit panels with the etched 
signatures of the inductees. LCD monitors 
will show images of the inductees and brief 
programs of their careers. 

The Roots of Rock and Roll, Folk, 
Blues, Rhythm and Blue, and Soul -- This 
exhibit will use artifacts to tell the story of 
rock's musical foundation. Musical instru- 
ments, lyric sheets, photographs, personal 
items documents, recordings and text will 
demonstrate the profound influence that 
earlier styles like the blues, gospel, rhythm 
and blue, soul and folk have had on rock 
and roll. 

The Beat Goes On -- Interactive com- 
puter databases in four circular listening 
stations will allow visitors to explore the 
musical influences and inspirations of suc- 
cessive generations of artists. Film and 
audio clips will be used to provide an in- 
structive and enlightening look at how early 
groups influenced later ones -- stylistically 
and otherwise 

There are scores of African-American 
artists who influenced the creation of rock 
and roll that have been inducted into the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. Some of the 
inductees include Ray Charles, Sam 
Cooke, Bo Didley, Marvin Gaye, B.B. 
King, Smokey Robinson, Jackie Wilson, 
Motown founder Berry Gordy Jr, The 
Temptations, The Four Tops, lke & Tina 
Turner, Jimi Hendrix, The Isley Brothers, 
Etta James, Ruth Brown, Bob Marley, Otis 
Redding, and Sly & The Family Stone 

Mary Wilson, a founding member of 
legendary Motown group The Suprenies, 
which was inducted in 1988, recently 
presented a collection of costumes to the 
museum. Wilson announced that she is 
loaning the museum three of the most 
famous Supremes gowns from her Mary 
Wilson Collection. Referred to as the "but- 
terfly" gowns, the dresses were worn by The 
Supremes for the NBC television special, 
"TCB." It was broadcast ih December 1968 
and also featured The Temptations. 

The museum also boasts a special ex- 
hibit honoring one of the most controversial 
music forms of the century -- rap. Titled "The 
Message: New York 1976-1986," the exhibit 
will examine the evolution of rap, from its 
roots in New York's South Bronx to its role 
as one of contemporary music's most 
powerful voices. Items featured in the ex- 
hibit include signature Kangols caps from 
Grandmaster Flash; trademark Adidas 
shoes, sunglasses and fedoras worn by 
Run DMC; a leather overcoat and belt, 
complete with forks and spoons, specially 
designed for Darren Robinson of the Fat 
Boys for the cover of their fifth album; the 
first African outfit worn by Queen Latifah; 
and the black tuxedo jacket with tails and 
rhinestone trim on the lapels worn by Kurtis 
Blow in the 1985 rap flick “Krush Groove."

Documentary commemorates 50th anniversary of ‘Black Boy’ 


To mark the 50th anniversary of the 
publication mf Richard Wright's 
iconoclastic autobiography, "Black Boy," 
Mississippi ‘Educational Television and 
the Independent Television Service 
(ITVS) are presenting the first in-depth 
look at the African-American writer who 
changed the face of American literature. 


When asked in 1945 why he wrote 
“Black Boy," a harrowing account of his 
Southem childhood, Wright replied that 
he wanted to "give (his) tongue to voice- 
less Negro boys." Quoting Walt Whitman, 
he added, “Not until the sun ceases to 
shine on you will | disown you." Fifty 
years later, Wright's passion for words is 
depicted in the first full-length documen- 
tary on his life. “Richard Wright -- Black 
Boy” will air on PBS on Monday, Sept. 4 
at 10 p.m. Sept. 4 marks the 87th anniver- 
sary of Wright's birth, 


Born/butside Natchez, Mississippi, on 
Sept. 4, 1908, Wright was the son of an 
illiterate sharecropper. He developed his 
fascination with the power of words at an 
early age. His classmates at Jackson's 
Smith-Robertson School recall that he 
always had his head in a book, Reading 
reinforced his dissatisfaction with life in 
the segregated South and, like 
thousands of other African-Americans, 
he resolved to go north, to Chicago. 


Wright survived the Depression as a 
street-sweeper and a postal worker until 
he found encouragement to write from 
the Communist Party: Soon he was at the 
forefront of the "school for social protest” 
in Chicago, a literary movement which

gave rise to a wealth of progressive litera- 
ture. As Wright's popularity grew, so did 
the displeasure of party officials inten- 
tupon influencing his writing, eventual 
causing him to break with the party, 4 
left Chicago in 1937 for New York where 
“he could we published," according to 
Margaret Walker Alexander. He 9 
ed his first book, "Uncle Tom's Children,” 
to good reviews in 1938, but it was his 
second, “Native Son," that brought 
Wright critical and public acclaim. 


In 1940, "Native Son" soared to the top 
of the best-seller lists and became the 
first book by an African-American author 


to be a Book-of-the-Month Club selec- 
tion. "His new book makes it clearer than 
ever that he has one of the most notable 
gifts in U.S. writing, Black or white," 
claimed Time magazine. The public 
seemed to agree, sending the book to 
fourth place among fiction sales for the 
year. 


Wright married for the second time in 
1941 and weathered the war years in 
New York lecturing and writing his 
a Black Boy,” published in 
1945, "Black Boy" also became a 
runaway bestseller, aided by a — 
photo spread in Life magazine. After 


war, Wright, as a former Communist party 
member, became the subject of FBI 
monitoring and experienced overt acts of 
racial hostility. 


In 1946 Wright traveled to Paris and 
London, where he was welcomed by his 
American expatriate and European 
literary contemporaries. After his return to 
New York in early 1947, Wright decided 
to move his family to France where he felt 
he could write unimpeded by social and 
government interference, He never 
feturned to the States,.though he always 
considered himself an American.
